REPORTED CUTTING OF FREIGHTS. 
New York, June 22d.—There were re­ 
newed reports in railroads circles yesterday 
that “ Grangers” were cutting freight rates. 
They were based, it is supposed, on the 
story that either the Pennsylvania or St. 
Paul had cut rates to obtain a seven-carload 
shipment to Minneapolis. About seventy- 
live cases, or seven carloads of foreign plas­ 
ter of parls goods, consigned to the Minne­ 
apolis Exposition, arrived here last week.

W ashington, Juno 22d.—Maxey, from 
the Committee on Nicaragua claims, re­ 
ported a resolution requesting the Presi­ 
dent to bring ap the attention of the Nicar­ 
aguan Government the claims of citizens of 
the United States against that Government. 
The resolution was agreed to. 
Hawley called tip his motion to reconsider 
Ihe bill prohibiting members of Congress 
from accepting employment from railroads 
that receive aid from the United States. 
The motion was debated until 2 o’clock 
and then went over until to morrow. The 
Senate then took up the bill repealing the 
pre-emption and timber-culture laws. 
Blair had moved an amendment prohib­ 
iting the acquisition in one ownership of 
more that 640 acres of desert lands. 
To this Ingalls offered an amendment 
apnlying the limitation to all public lands. 
The latter proposition, which was the 
pending question to-day, was voted down.

W ithout final action on the bill, the 
Senate adjourned.

W ashington, June 22d.—On motion of 
Scott of Pennsylvania, the Senate hill 
passed, granting the right of way to rail­ 
road companies through the Indian reser­ 
vation in northern Montana. 
Morrison called up the proposed change 
of rules, making it in order to amend the 
general pension bill by adding a provision 
Jor the imposition of a tax to meet the ex­ 
penditures required by the hill. 
After along debate, Heed moved as a 
substitute to lay the resolution on the 
table.

At the instance of the American Consul a 
meeting was held, and after a lengthy dis­ 
cussion the German Consul agreed to write 
a letter to Malletoa whom the United 
States Government has held to oenierigut- 
ful sovereign, acknowledging him King, 
and agreed also to advise Tamases, chief of 
the insurgents, to disband and submit to 
the authority of Malletoa. The flying of 
the Imperial flag over the disputed terri­ 
tory of Mullinoa had a significance of au­ 
thority which the German Consul claimed. 
He also sought to exercise authority over 
the municipality of Apia, to the exclusion 
of other Consuls. It was intimated to him 
by Mr. Greenebaum. the American Consul, 
that as the Samoan Islands were provision­ 
ally under the protection of the United 
States, it would he much more satisfactory 
if the Imperial flag was lowered at Mulli- 
noa. The next day Mr. Greenebaum re­ 
ceived a letter from him. stating that the 
German (lag would be lowered and not 
raised again, and that the claim of exclu­ 
sive German control over Apia would be 
renounced. The flag was hauietl down and 
the former conditions restored. It may be 
added that the State Department here did 
not approve the action of Consul Greene­ 
baum in placing the Samoan flag over that 
of the United States. 
S en ato r S tanford a n d th e D esert L ands 
K ill. 
W ashington. June 22d.—The Senate had 
under consideration for a short time to-day 
the desert lands bill. The amendment 
limiting to 640 acres the amount that can 
he taken up by one person was rejected. 
Senator Stanford said the effect of such a 
proposition would be to prevent tlie recla­ 
mation of lands, as a person holding only 
a small tract could not afford to take the 
necessary measures to make it productive. 
The result would be that the cattlemen 
would get and hold possession of these 
lands. The bill was laid over without 
final action.

W ashington, June 22d—When the item 
in the sundry civil bill is reached appro­ 
priating $5,500 for carrying into effect the 
stipulations of the treaty between the 
United Stat.sand China, Morrow will move 
an amendment to increase it to $10,000.

W ashington, June 22d.—Daniel Kepler 
and H. D. Temple, of Washington Terri­ 
tory, appeared before the Senate Commit­ 
tee on Commerce, to oppose the confirma­ 
tion of H. A. Beecher, son* of the great 
preacher, to be Collector of Customs for the 
district of Puget Sound. Kepler is the 
man who sent by the hands of Captain 
Beecher a sum of money to be turned into 
money ordets and mailed to parties in the 
East. Templéis the man towhom Capt. 
Beecher says he gave the money for the 
purpose indicated. The money orders were 
never received by Kepler's correspondents, 
and an investigation developed an issue of 
veracity between Temple and Beecher.

" Parnell is in great demand in all parts of 
the country, but he intends to confine him ­ 
self to the large towns in the manufactur­ 
ing and mining districts, where the Irish 
are the major element and the constituen­ 
cies are represented by mutineer Liberals 
who have resolved to come forward for re­ 
election. 
Manchester, Liverpool, I^edf, 
Sheffield and Glasgow are among the places 
where he will speak. Mr. Broadhurst. rep­ 
resentative of the laboring classes in Glad­ 
stone's Government, says the great labor 
organizations and working classes of the 
country generally have now mastered the 
details of the home rule question, and are 
resolved to side with Gladstone. Nine- 
tenths of these men had not the slightest 
idea six months back wbat home rule 
meant. The less sanguine Gladstonites 
claim that the Premier will have enough 
to continue at the head of office, hut not 
enough to carry home rule.'' 


JOHN BRIGHT THANKED. 
London, June 22d.—Johh Bright has 
lorniully replied to tlie tender of resolu­ 
tions of tlie Rockdale Conservative Associ­ 
ation, thanking him for having assisted to 
defeat the home rule bill. 
He says in his 
reply : 
" I am sorry there should be any 
party in the country, ready to accept those 
bills.”

Surrendered to their 
enemies, their strait is desperate and their 
threatened fate most terrible. Othat we must 
thus sit idly by and contemplate these out­ 
rages!

identifying them on the highw ay; in 
printing the most abominably libelous cuts 
of various people prom inent before the 
public in one way and an o th er; in assail­ 
ing the .1 ustices of the Supreme Court for 
deciding as they believe the law to d ire c t; 
in catering to a morbid taste for the vul 
gar by the prominence given to various 
disreputable people and their life’s doings. 
Blit when an offender offers something in 
recompense for the ill of which it has 
been guilty it is worthy of note.

H . G. Wells, who comm itted perjury in 
the Sharon case and later confessed liis per­ 
jury by swearing that his first statem ent 
was false, has escaped punishm ent for his 
infam ous crime by the crim inal careless­ 
ness—if not collusive villainy—of an em­ 
ploye of the Police Court. " T his young 
m an, whose nam e is O’Cennor and who 
was the shorthand reporter of the Police 
Court, took down the deposition of Senator 
W illiam Sharon on the original investiga­ 
tion, after Judge Sullivar.i had ordered th e 
arrest of W ells for his palpable perjury. 
In transcribing his notes for use in the 
trial, be either accidentally or deliberately 
wrote Alev. I). Sharon, instead of W illiam 
Sharon. 
A3 the affiant, Sharon’s deposi­ 
tion was of vital im portance to the defense, 
and when District Attorney W ilson found 
the error in the deposition, he sent for 
O'Connor, to see if it could not be corrected 
in some way. O’Connor first said be bad 
lost bis notes, ar.d later found the notes, 
and said that he had om itted to pu t down 
any initials, and in his notes the deponent 
appeared as “ Sharon.” 
The District Attorney explained the m at­ 
ter to Judge W ilson, arid offered to produce 
any quantity of oral evidence to prove that 
Senator W illiam Sharon was the deponent, 
and that the deposition was as lie gave it in 
Court. 
But the Judge after exam ining the 
law decided that the depositions could not 
he amended by oral evidence, and Sharon 
being dead there was no way to remedy the 
willful or accidental m istake of shorthand 
reporter O'Connor, who was sworn to do 
his duty. So, because a shorthand reporter 
willfully or accidentally changed the initial 
W. into A. D., a m an guilty of a most in ­ 
famous crime goes free and cannot be pun­ 
ished for his offense. T his appears to be 
law, and if Judge W ilson bad decided to 
amend the deposition l e would probably 
have been reversed by the Suprem e Court. 
A lawyer connected w ith the District A t­ 
torney’s office, speaking of the m atter, 
said : " Tbis is one of the many evil results 
of the jobs forced through the Legislature 
to find fat places for a lot of shorthand re­ 
porters. 
The adm inistration is at the 
mercy of irresponsible m en. The District 
A ttorney is torced to take the transcript of 
evidence and the record as it comes from 
the Police Court to try the case on in the 
upper Court, and the slightest fault in the 
record will set the crim inal free. Tim e and 
again we have had cases dismissed by 
Judge Tooliy and other Judges on the 
ground that the record sent up from the 
Police CoHrt was faulty. There lias been 
scandal about the appointm ent of Court re­ 
porters and scandal in their blunders, but 
what can we do? We have no power to 
dismiss them , no power to correct their er­ 
rors, and are often blamed for the conse­ 
quences.”

A w h o lly new boycott anti-Chinese 
organization has 
been formed in San 
Francisco, with the leaders in the State 
Executive Anti-Chinese Committee in the 
foreground.

striking the railing 'on the side of the 
bridge carried a section of it awav, and 
wagon, horses and m en went crashing pell- 
mell to the bowlders in the bed of the river, 
a distance of about twenty feet. There 
were three Chinam an and'u little China 
boy, besides the driver, in the wagon. A p ­

through the railing, and was unhurt, but 
tlie rest, keeping their seats, took the terri- 
ribie consequences. 
One Chinaman was 
instantly killed, and the others, including 
tlie boy, had cadi a leg broken, besides 
other injuries. The horse was killed, the 
wagon smashed into 
sm ithereens, and 
only tlie m ule out of the whole that went 
overboard escaped uninjured. They struck 
among tlie rocks just at the water’s edge, 
the stream being confined to oneside of the 
bed of the river during the greater part of 
tlie year and extends over the whole bed 
only during heavy freshets. The China­ 
m an who was killed was found with the 
dead horse lying upon him . 
News oí the 
disaster was imm ediately brought here and 
the Chinamen obtained conveyances at 
once and brought the dead and injured to 
town. 
It is said that the team became 
frightened at a hole in the bridge, which 
caused them to back, with the disastrous 
result stated.— Calaveras 
Chronicle, June 
l(Uh. 


A L o s t lto u a n z a . 
A curio well worth having if it could be 
unearthed is said to be buried somewhere 
in this vallev. 
It is nothing more nor 
less than an Indian m ortar of solid gold, 
and was planted in the grave of an old In ­ 
dian chief moons ago. Tradition has it as 
being about the size of a common water 
bucket, hollowed out and rudely carved, 
and, judging from accounts, would weigh 
nearly fifty pounds. The Indians say the 
specimen was discovered by the chieftain's 
daughter in the lava beds at the base of 
Lassen's Butie. 
W ith those aborigines it 
possessed no value, except that of being 
easily ham m ered into any shape desired, 
being in the form of a utensil so highly 
prized in those days. 
The figure of a bear 
was rudely engraven on its outer surface, 
with an Indian in full pursuit. 
The bowl 
was never perm itted to be used outside 
of the 
sachem 's 
family 
and was a 
sacred symbol to the whole tribe. 
W hen 
the old w arrior died it was his request to be 
buried apart from tlie general burying 
ground, and to be laid away with the 
precious jar -securely at his side, and tlie 
bequest was heeded. The medicine man 
invoked the wrath of the Great Spirit upon 
tlie head of the brave who should disciose 
to neighboring tribes the w hereabouts of 
the treasure grave, and to this day tlie spot 
lias never been molested 
The Indians 
themselves have often sought for thegulden 
m ortar, but w ithout success. Two or three 
generations have passed away since the 
treasure was hidden, and it is now only a 
m atter of tradition, but the Indians firmly 
adhere to the belief that some day tlie 
precious ja r will bo unearthed. 
It is sup­ 
posed to lie somewhere in the vicinity of 
the upper falls of Fall river, and should it 
ever be found some one will possess a 
bonanza.—Full Rivtr Mail.

No G am bling on th e G am es. 
The following com m unication from Pres­ 
ident Mone, of the California Baseball 
League, shows that he is alive to a danger 
that threatens the fay'orite sport in Cali­ 
fornia. 
It is to be hoped that he will carry 
out his expressed determ ination, and keep 
baseball out of the pool-box : 
“ There was 
a rum or circulated that the pool-rooms re­ 
cently opened in this city would sell pools 
on the baseball games played in Alameda. 
As any connection with betting, gambling 
or pool-selling, directly or indirectly, is 
contrary to the rules of the California 
League, the league has determ ined to take 
measures to prevent its games from being 
ised by the patrons of pool-selling. W hile 
unable to prevent persons from investing 
in pools, it will so act that those who do 
indulge in them will find it very unprofit­ 
able. 
The schedule will be so arranged 
that it can be changed a t an hour’s notice, 
and no player will know for a certainty 
whether or not he will take part in a game 
until his m anager orders him to put on his 
uniform . One thing is certain, the 1 favor­ 
ite ’ in the pools will not play the game. 
To illu strate: Should the Haverlys and 
Pioneers be scheduled for Alameda and the 
Oaklands and Altas for Sacram ento on a 
•/riven Sunday, and the evening previous 
• he llaverlys be the favorites in the pool, 
then the Haverlys will be sent to Sacra­ 
m ento in place of the Oaklands. Should 
the H averlys still be the favorites whenever 
they’ play, then, instead of playing their 
regular battery, they will play their ‘change* 
battery. Several years ago the pool-rooms 
nearly destroyed baseball in the East, and 
for that reason all the baseball organizations 
have very stringent rules on the subject.

L ast N ight's B laze. 
A lire broke out at 9:30 last night in a 
fram e building on the north side of L 
street, between T hird and Fourth, and re­ 
sulted in the alm ost complete destruction 
of three one-story double frame buildings, 
occupied bv women of the demi-monde. It 
was caused by a disagreement between a 
m an and wom an in the center house of the 
three, occupied by Lucy Sm ith, a table be­ 
ing pushed aside with such violence that a 
lam p resting upon it was throw n to the 
Hoor and exploded, igniting everything 
near it, and the house being an old cioth- 
and-paper-lined affair, the blaze spread 
with great rapidity. 
By the time the lire- 
m en arrived the flames had extended to the 
houses adjoining, and in a few m inutes the 
three buildings, comprising six tenements, 
all of which had been occupied, were burn­ 
ing with an intense beat. The firemen 
stood to their work like salamanders, and 
sm othered the fire with remarkable celeri­ 
ty. Fortunately there was very little wind 
prevailing, or W ilson’s stables and other 
buildings north of the burning structures 
would have been in serious danger. M hen 
engine No. 1 arrived and attached to the 
plug on the northwest corner oí Third and 
L streets a water pressure of ten pounds 
was all that could be obtained from it, but 
the other plugs used gave plenty of water, 
as did this one alter a short time, which 
indicates that it m ust have been stopped 
up w ith m ud. The building in which the 
fire originated, and that adjoining it on the 
east, were owned by Charles Vogel, and 
were insured. Their furniture was owned 
by A nita Parra, who also had an insurance. 
The building furthest west belonged to 
Charles H einrich, who had an insurance. 
There is more of it rem aining than of the 
others. J. T. Barron owned the furniture, 
which was uninsured. 
About $250 had 
recently been spent upon this structure, 
repairing and papering it, etc. The fire 
spread so quickly that very little property 
was saved from any of the houses. 
A 
sm all brick building, next on the east to 
those burned, occupied as a Chinese wash­ 
house, was slightly damaged.

I’i.acekvii.i.e, June 2Jd. — The District 
Attorney and Deputy Sheriif returned this 
afternoon from Grizzly Flat, where they 
were call c l’ Sunday night to investigate 
the death of John Buioli, a m iner in the 
M ount Pleasant m ine, who was poisoned 
by a fellow-workman Saturday.

June 22d.—An attem pt was 
made last niglit by Peter Castinn to kill 
Josenb Sime. The’ latter was returning 
from Milbrae to W. J. Fifield's ranch, 
where he was at work, and when near 
Pilareitos Castino wanted to ride with him 
on the wagon horns to Pilareitos. W hen 
on the San Andreas dam, Castino wanted 
to drive the team, but Sime ret used to let 
him. 
He then said he would get oil' the 
wagon. Sime stopped to let him off, and 
when he got on the ground he turned and 
fired two shots at Sime. One took effect 
in the breast, striking the rib, passed 
around the body and lodged in the muscle 
oí the back. The wound is not necessarily 
fatal. The officers of San Mateo county are 
scouring the hills for the would-be m ur­ 
derer.
